ORDER OF ST. ALEXANDER NEVSKY 


Founded by Catherine I as a Russian version of the French Military Order of St. Louis. Named in honor of 
Alexander Nevsky (1220-1263), the son of Prince Yaroslav of Novgorod, the famous Russian hero and saint, who 


was victorious over Swedes at Neva river in 1240. 


{lexander also won another important and historical battle - over Teutonic Knights at the lake Peipus in 1242 
(fier his death, the hero was canonized by the Russian Orthodox Church. 


The Order had one class and was considered 3rd ranking Russian Order. It could have been given with 
diamonds, in case of rewarding for the exceptional services, with swords for Military service, and, when awarded 


more then once, had the swords surmounted. 


The Order was first conferred upon Duchess Anna Petroyna (daughter of Peter the Great, and later Russian 
Czarina) on May 21, 1725, at her wedding to Karl Frederick. Catherine I had also given the Order to herself by 


the end of the same year. 
Non-Christian version of the Order had the Saint's image in a center replaced with the Imperial Eagle. 


The annual feast day of the Order was celebrated on August 30th of each year.

Originally founded in Kiel by Duke Karl Friedrich of Schleswig-Holstein-Cottorp in commemoration of his wife

Anna Petrovna, daughter of Peter the Great. However, about 150 years later, the Order was re-established by Paul I

of Russia in 1797, and considered to be named after St. Anne, Mother of famous Virgin Mary. 


The insignia of the Order is known to be given to the Russian citizens since 1742, when son of Karl Friedrich, 
Karl Peter Ulrich, who later became a short-lived Czar of Russia Peter III, moved to Russia. 


* The Order originally had I Class, then re-founded by Paul I, 3 Classes, and finally, in 1815, the Fourth Class 
was added (by Alexander I). The Fourth Class insignia was worn mounted on a sword. 


¢ Until 1845, all Classed of the Order assumed hereditary nobility rights, but later only the First Class retained the 
honor. 


* Awarded mostly for long and distinguished services in Civil Service, and valor and outstanding achievements in 
the Military division. Military type insignia came with swords, also, in some exceptional cases, the insignia of Ist 
and 2nd Classes might come with diamonds. 


* Between 1828 and 1874, recipients of the Order received the insignia with the Imperial Crown, surmounted by

-Cataloguer found some discrepancy and different attribution of several badges by P. Paskov, O. Selsky, 
A. Okorokjov’s and A. Chichikalov’s works. We tend to follow the earlier attribution, which would be correctly called 
“The Source”. Needless to say, P. V. Pashkov — the pioneer of collecting and researching this important memorabilia 
was an eye witness and a part of the events back in 1930's and on. 


In any case, this extremely interesting area of collecting does require much of additional research. It is the only reason 
we would gladly see this group intact in one hands, rather than in a trade.
